That Edmonton would have saved 

hetween $75,090 and $8o,000 last year 
on its paving programme alone if this 
city had been connected with the Me- 
Murray district by rail, was the state- 
ment made to a Capital representative 
hy Aiderman Lundy this morning. 
““TIn the course of my investigations 
! found that there were inexhaustible 
beds of tar sands, which could be load- 
ed on to flat cars with a steam shovel 
and transported to Edmonton, There 
are also large beds of asphalt, and al- 
though this would require more effort 
to remove, it could be delivered in this 
city for six dollars per ton where we 
are now paying thirty-six dollars per 
ton,” said Mr, Lundy, 

Mr.Lundy pointed out that had these 
heds of crude material been open to 
development during the past two years 
the cities of Regina, Calgary and Win- 
nipeg would have saved half a million 
dollars on the paving laid down. Jie 
esimated that paving suitable for a 
residential strect, where there is prac- 
tically no heavy traffic, could be laid 
by using, the tar sands from MeMur- 
ray, at approximately $1.50 per square 
yard, and a pavement equal to that 
which has been laid down on the busi- 
ness streets of the city could be put 
down for about two dollars per square 
yard where last year it cost the city 
$2.85 and the year before $3.00 per 
yard, 

Mr. Landy stated that he had 
brought down half a ton of the Me- 
Murray sahd for a sample, and upon 
analysis it was found to be equal if not 
superior to the California tar sands.

We want to do 
many things, but there is no use talk- 
ing about them until we are prepared 
to carry them out.” 

Letting More Contracts, 

Mr. Mann has just returned from 
awarding new contracts on the con- 
struction of the C.N.R. line on Van- 
couver islaud. This line, which is 100 
miles in length, is being let in 20 mile 
stretches, and the vice-president has 
just awarded a new 20 mile stretch. 

According to Mr. Mann, a great 
deal of progress will be made on the 
main line of the C.N.R.: between Win- 
nipeg and the coast, next year. At 
the coast during his recent visit, Mr. 
Mann awarded contracts to the Nor- 
thern Construction Company for 90 
miles of the main line east as far as 
Hope, B.C. Of this stretch 70 miles is 
already under construction 

Will Build 300 Miles. 

“We will build 300 miles on our 
main line between Edmonton and the 
coast next year,” said Mr. Mann. 
“There ut be further contracts let 
from the Edmonton end,” 

Mr. Mann confirmed the report that 
his railway company would build into 
the Peace River ’ country. The com- 
pany he expected would make a start 
on that‘line next summer.

Ottawa, Noy. 29.—There is a big 
trouble cloud hanging over the Na- 
tional Hockey Association, and des- 
pite the re-organization that the ma- 
jor hockey association has gone 
through within the last fortnight, 
something is going to drop with a 
loud report one of these fine days, 
that will putpa serious kink in the 
inake-up of that bedy. Shamrocks 
have dropped out, a losing proposi- 
tion so the Green shirts say, while 
not one of the other clubs have shown 
their hands as to their intentions this 
season. Haileybury and Cobalt. suc- 
cumbed without a murmur, and while 
on the surface the outlook is’ plain 
sailing, ,the National Hockey As- 
sociation is existing as a‘ shell only 
today, and it is not to hazard a guess 
to say that big changes will be made 
within the next month, 

Ottawa Sits Tight 

It is significant that Ottawa has 
not been represented at one of the 
National meetings so far, and while 
the Capital City representatives de- 
clare themselves as well satisfied with 
the dealings of the other delegates 
that fact that Ottawa should miss 
two of the important meetings is un-

RATEPAYERS ASSN. 
CENSURES COUNCIL 


Some Think Council’s Proposed 
Disfranchisement of Non-Re- 
sidents Not Right. 


(By Our Own Reporter.) 

Strathcona, ov. 29.—At the first 
regular meeting ‘of ithe young, but 
vigorous, ‘Ratepayers association of 
Straneona, held last evening, « the 
assentbly without ia comtrary vote pas- 
sed a resolution censuring the action 
ot the present council in disfranciis- 
ing neorresidemt ratepayers. “Ihe mo- 
tion was not passed along without 
considerable discussion, but it was un- 
animously endorsed as a grand finale 
inthe following form, being dratted py 
a committee conuposed of (Messrs. R. 
H. Christie, W. A. Passmore and Win. 
Mel ntyre. 

“Resolved—that the Strathcona 
Ratepayers assoc n hereby aesire 
to place on record Wicir complete dis- 
approval of the amendinen: ‘to al 
charter recommended by the Strath- 
cona council tovhe legislature, provid- 
ing for the disfranchisment of non-re- 
sidient ratepayers, amd whe association 
considers whis action arbitrary and ill- 
advised.” 

In ‘addition to this motion the ques- 
tion of having a delegation nrect ithe 
legislative commitvee and register a 
protest on behalf of a section of the 
citizens against the  trowblesiome 
amendment being given its final mead- 
ing. was further caken up and urgent 
action recommended. Mir. Melintyre 
said he had spoken to Geo, P. Smith, 
M.P.P., chairman of that particular 
committee and pointed out that the 
proposed amendnrent was repudiaced 
by the majority of citizens in Strath- 
cona, ‘therefore a delegation weuld 
test against ig whenever the com- 
fee would mreot them, “he chair- 
nian, (Dr. Futter, and Mr. Palmer both 
said that Edmonton ratepayers. on 
Stratheona propery had signified their 
willingness ‘to assist in such recom- 
mendation. Mr. Palmer pointed out 
‘hiawever, that it «vas primarily the 
‘duty of ‘Strathcona citizens to cause 
vhis stigma uoon the municipal honcr 
to jive «removed. 

Although there was a large turn-out 
vothe mecting last night ithe speaking 
avas confined to a ifew persons.

ONLY ONE SPEECH ON THE WATERWAYS DEBATE IN THE LEGISLATURE YESTER- 
DAY—MEMBER. QUOTES VOLUMINOUSLY FROM AUTHORITIES TO SHOW RICH- 
NESS OF THE NORTHERN DISTRICT AND NECESSITY FOR TRANSPORTATION 


FACILITIES. 


The crowds that filled the legislative 
hall yesterday afternoon, heard only 
one speech on the waterways debate, 
and there is a likelihood ihat the de- 
bate will-continue all week. J. K. 
Carnwall, adjourned the debate, and 
will speak tomorrow, as will probably 
R. B. Bennett. Many of the members 
will wish to explain their positions on 
the question. 

J. L. Cote made a comprehensive 
sum-up of the resources of the north 
in a half-hour speech, in which he 
quoted many authorities to show the 
existence of valuable minerals, and 
the agricultural possibilities of his 
constituency which is directly affected 
oy the Great Waterways question.

suppose to the credit of the province 
for the purpose of the enterprise. 
Should Be a Road 

I cannot have much consideration 
tor Mr. W. R. Clarke, the president 
of the company, when he didn’t see 
nt to appear before the commission 
that was appointed by us in order to 
investigate the circumstances of the 
guaranteeing by the Province of the 
security of his company. But there 
are other parties having nothing to 
do with Mr. Clarke who should be 
considered in the cancellation and it 
is the bond-holders, the contractors, 
and the setlters along the proposed 
route. Some of these people have 
put their money into a proect with 
certain guarantees and it is only right 
that the enterprise into which they 
fave put their money should be car- 
tied out.

Since clected to this House, I have 
not ceased to represent to the goy- 
ernment the need of railways and wa- 
gon roads. A direct wagon road 
over the Swan Mills is required and 
should be built pending the arrival of 
railways, but after an exploration was 
made of this route at my instigation, 
“Me project for the present, seems to 
have been abandoned, 

Che shipment of furs annually re- 
eived irom Athabasca alone is valued 
at more than a quarter of a milion.

an average cost of 5 cents per pound, 
The transportation to Lesser Slave 
Lake averages about three cents per 


,pound, The freight distributed from 


Athabasca Landing to the north and 
west districts amounts to thousands 
2 tons, You will readily see from 
his description that it is quite im- 
possible for any agricultural or in- 
lustrial development to take place un- 
der such conditions, 
Need Three Railways 

The means that I consider neces- 
sary to develop such an immense area 
is not only one railway, but three, 
that urst that the bonds have now 
veen issued for to tap the wealth 
fo the ort MeMurray district, the 
second being an extension of the Ed- 
mnonton and Atha me to Peace 
Naver crossing via Lesser Slave Lake, 
b route which is now already being 
settled, and the third being from a 
point along the last mentioned line 
o Wabiscaw and Fort Vermilion. I 
beheve that with an amalgamation of 
the guarantees already given by the 
Provinee to the C. N BR. and the A. 
& G. W., the money secured should 
be sufiicient to build the two first 
mentioned projects. I have here a 
book published under the direction 
of the Hom Frank Oliver, minister 
of the interior of Canada, entitled 
“The Great McKenzie Basin.” On 
page 38, Professor J. Macoun, Botan- 
ist, One of the great. explorers who 
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has made such a true picture of what! ed country been a liability instead of | 


the then North-West Territories 
were, speaks as follows: 

“T passed down the Athabasca from 
Fort Chippewyan to the Mission and 
I found growing on soil that would 
be of no value here whatever, sand 
and muck, an old swamp where they 
had planted wheat on May 5, and I 
found it in stook on August 26, and 
brought away from it the grain that 
was awarded the bronze medal at 
Philadelphia in 1876. It was forward- 
ed to me, but I said it did not belong 
to me, but to the missionaries of Ath- 
abaska. I exhibited this very lot 
of grain before; Consul Taylor and 
many other gentlemen, and the mat- 
eer of the number of grains in the 
fascicle was then discussed and made 
public. ‘They took a quantity of 
wheat from me and shelled it, and 
Mr. Gouin, inspector of Inland Re- 
venue, weighed it, and it showed ¢8 
Ibs. to the bushel. 

“Barley ripens at Vort Simpson, 
latitude 62 every year between Au- 
gust 12 and 20.” 

Again allow me to quote out of the 
same book on page 10 part of the re- 
port of Inspector Jasvis: “This coun- 
try, and in fact all we have seen here, 
is, as Mr. Seton pointed out to me, 
eminently suited for settlement. The 
ground is a rich clay loam. The 
growth is chiefly black and white 
spruce, tamarac, aspen poplar and 
balm of gilead, white birch and wil- 
low abound, The pasture is fine. 
Plenty of grass, among which is a 
luxuriant growth of Anemone (called 
crocus in Manitoba) and Avena The 
trees, plants, vegetation generally, 
and animal life, the advancement of 
the season, the rainfall, the soil, and 
the different climatic conditions, 
seemed exactly the same as in Cen- 
tral Manitoba, The only inuportant 
Manitoba tree not observed was the 
oak. The French priest at Fort 
Smith assures me that oats, barley, 
potatoes, and garden truck, are every- 
where successfully grown, and wheat 
equally so in some localiies. This, it 
will be remembered is exactly what 
was said of Manitoba thirty years 
ago.” These two quotations should 
be sufficient to convince you of the 
possibilities of the northern part of 
Athabasca. I have in my hand a let- 
ter from a well known surveyor of 
the frontier who has crossed Athabas- 
ka from its southern to its northern 
boundary along the sth Meridian. I 
don’t need to tell you who Mr. Pon- 
ton is—you all know his ability and 


integrity. Allow me to quote from 
a letter he wrote me on the 17th Oc- 
tober:

etween the Athabasca and Peace 
rivers, I would estimate that at least 
sixty per cent. of the land isydry

Personally I have surveyed 
a few hundred amiles of the | finest 
spruce timber that the country can 
produce and there re many hundred 
seuare miles of that same spruce tim- 
ber. There are also miles and miles 
of pulp wood which, coupled with the 
great water powers of that district, 
will become of immense value and 
which will supply all the paper neces- 
sary for ‘the production of the news- 
papers in the three western prov- 
inces for a hundred years. = Apart 
from its value in these respects, the 
timber will hold the moisture in the 
ground, which in itself is an uncal- 
culated benefit in dry summers such 
as we had this year. 

Now let me turn to the mineral 
resources. he mineral resources of 
the northern part of Alberta are with- 
out question abundant in wealth and 
only await the advent of man and 
railways to enhance their value and 
correspondingly enrich the province. 
Tl have here the report of the Geo- 
logical Survey for the years 188s-83- 
84. Under the head of ‘Economic 
Minerals in the District of Athabasca” 
Dr. Bell, one of our eminent geolo- 
gists, expresses himself strongly 
about the mineral resources of the 
country. ; 

The speaker than quoted Dr. Bell 
on the following products that were 
to be found in the northland — Iron, 
lignite coal, ochre, clays, marls, lime- 
stone, moulding, sand, graphite, salt 
and tar sands. 

A later report on the value of these 
tar sands that is of infinite value to 
the province is the report of Frank 
J. I’. Crean, Cts., who spent the sea- 
sons of 1908 and 1909 exploring for 
the department of the Interior and 
who is now in the District of Atha- 
baska carrying on the same work. 
He says: 

“The interest taken in this peculiar 
mineral has of late been very keen, 
and is probably increased by the pros- 
pect of a railway entering this dis- 
trict. Regulations for acquisition, 
ete, of this mineral from the crown 
have been issued by the Department 
of the Interior, and are to be found 
in the Appendix. 

The outcrop of tar sands com- 
mences about 30 miles south of Mc- 
Murray on the Athabasca river. It 
extends to the east and west for at 
least thirty miles, and varies in thick- 
ness, according to the Geological Sur- 
vey report of 1893. The enormous 
quantity of this mineral has been 
variously estimated, and in the re- 
port of the Geological Survey of last 
season a great deal of useful informa- 
tion is recorded concerning it. 
Copies of this report may be had on 
application to Dr.. Brock, Director of 
the Geological Suryey, Ottawa. 

According to this report, Mr. Speak- 
er, the extent of the tar sands is 
enough to warrant a railway to Mc- 
Murray. It will bring wealth not 
only to Athabasca but to the province 
and I might say to Canada in gen- 
eral. Is that all.of the mineral re- 
souraces of that country? I say no, 
In 1898, Mr. W.A. Fraser was en- 
gaged by the Dominion Government 
in boring a well at the ePlican Ra- 
pids. fle says: “The fact that these 
petroleum-bearing sands are encoun- 
tered at this depth, so far away from 
the outcrop lower down the river, to 
my mind favors a belief in the exis- 
tence of an oil field of great extent.” 

Mr. Speaker, all these books I 
have quoted to you are public docu- 
ments. They are published under the 
authority of the various departments 
at Ottawa. Should these books con- 
tain fables or exaggenated statements, 
or should they be at all exaggerated, 
it surely is time that we should know. 
But, Mr. Speaker, I believe them. 1 
know they are true as the exhaustive 
reports of the explorations that were 
undertaken before the building of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. Time has

“T have more than that to convince 
you of the agricultural posstbilities 
of the northern country. [ have be- 
fore me samples of wheat grown at 
the west end of Slave Lake, where 
there is already quite a prosperous 
settlement, at Prairie River, Salt 
Praire and Big Prairie. 1 will lay 
on the table o fthis house these speci- 
mens for the inspection of the mem- 
bers. Had the legislature been sit- 
ting a little earlier in the season, I 
could have laid on the table.on this 
house som comatoes and crab-apples 
that were grown at the Mission at the 
west end of Slave Lake. 

Now I must speak of the great 
timber areas contained in the District 
of Athabasca since one of the great 
libellous statements against the Dis- 
trict of Athabasca is that it is a wood- 
ed country. Since when has a wood- 


kegs. But, Mr. Speaker, swamp land 
is land that needs drainage. In the 
south of the Province the Canadian 
Pacific Railway advertise today mil- 
lions of acres of irrigated land | for 
sale. These lands were once con- 
sidered useless. I claim that.the only 
difference between these two classes 
of land is that in one case you take the 
water from the rivers and pour it on 
the land and in the other you take the 
water from the land and pour it into 
the rivers. Therefore, Mr Speaker, 
a share of the public money that is 
expended for irrigation in the south 
should be expended for drainage in 
the porth and ina few years we will 
be able to advertise millions of acres 
of the best land for occupation. As 
L have already stated and given proofs 
of, I confidently affirm that in order 
to further the development of Atha- 
baska, three railways are needed. I 
venture to predict that one of the 
manufacturing towns of Alberta will 
be at Fort McMurray while another 
city will be located at Lesser Slave 
Lake. Last summer one of the jour- 
nalists who went north with the hon- 
orable member for Peace River told 
me that two things struck him very 
keenly—one was the immense — re- 
sources of that country and the other 
the ignorance of the people regard- 
ing it. 

In conclusion, Mr. Speaker, I might 
say that I am satisfied that the Dis- 
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trict of Athabasca will support mil- 
lions of people at some future time 
Aauu tee peop.e Who are making a busi- 
ness of libelling that north country 
are, at all events, doing a very un- 
patriotic work.
